Washington.—The statesmen are not 
unmindful of the fact th at regardless 
of senate reservations to the treaty 
of pea<e with (Jennany, the president 
of the I ’nlted States will, under the 
constitution, 
have almost 
unlimited 
powers In administering the prov.s 
Ions of the treatv as they nffect the 
United States. 
President Wilson has 
more than tlfteen months in oftlce, and 
this period of time, It is pointed out, 
will afford him ample opportunity to 
reflect what he conceives to be the 
real deslree of the people of this coun­ 
try with respect to the treaty and 
particularly with respect to the League 
of Nations. 
Since it Is generally ud 
mltted that the League of Nations Is 
the outcome of the work he did In 
Faria as the head of the I nlted States 
delegation to the peai e conference, ev­ 
erybody takes It for granted that he 
will, so long as he Is president, do ev 
erything within Ids power to m ale 
the league a »ucees?. 
Some of the senators express the 
view that (dreut Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan will nut hesitate about in­ 
cepting 
senute reservations 
to

treuty because they know that as soon 
as the treaty has passed beyond the 
reach of the senute it will he In friend 
tv hand?. 
This does not mean, so 
these senators sav, that the Kuropenn 
power« or Japan would expect Pres! 
dent Wilson to disregard any of the 
Injunctions of the senate, but it doe- 
tuean, they say. that tin* powers men­ 
tioned undoubtedly have the feeling 
that President Wilson, In spite of any 
action, taken by tin* senate, will bt 
«ble to make the United States an 
Important factor in the League of 
Nation?. 
Uppermost In His Mind. 
There Is any amount of testimony 
to the fact that during the weeks he 
bus been • ontlncd to Ids si< k bed the 
League of Nations hus been the one 
topic uppermost In 
the 
president’s 
mind. 
This means, so it 1- believed, 
that he will enter 011 the large task 
of dealing with the new InternaMonal 
situation created hy the formation of 
a League of Nations with enthusiasm 
As a m atter of fact the League of 
Nations Idea has not been out of the 
president's mind during the last three 
years. 
His flrrt utterance on the sub 
ject which was made at Cincinnati, 
three years ago. w h s to the effect that 
fh* countries then at war m ust have 
n society of nations "not suddenly, 
not by Instance, not by any hostile
